more Conservative seat, increases 
the Conservative majority by 
over 20,000. This is due to the 
drop in Liberal majorities in many 
seats and a large increase in 
Conservative figures where Con- 
servatives won. So small a tenure 
had many Liberals that a change 
of 550 votes would have effected 
nine seats, meaning an increase 
vf 18 in the Conservative maj- 
ority. 

Quebec, while retaining the 
same standing in seats, dropped 
from 33,453 to about 25,000. 

Nova Scotia fell 8,000. New 
Brunswick, on the other hand, 
rose from 300 to over 800, and 
full returns may make this in the 
neighborhood of 1800. Prince 
Edward Island had a Conserv- 
ative majority of 545; this will 
probably be reversed. 

Manitoba reflects a big change 
in sentiment, advancing from 118 
Conservative majority in 1904. to 
over 8,000 now. The ‘North- 
West’ Provinces, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan, gave 7,982 Lib- 
eral majority in 1904. Now 3,400 
is their best. 

In British Columbia the turn- 
over is seen from a Liberal maj- 
ority of 1,142 in 1908—making 
no allowances for Libera! acclam- 
ations —to a Conservative major- 
ity of 2,350. 
the Government lost 
materially in all but New Bruns- 
wick and Prince Edward Island.

Toronto, Oct. 28'—The domi- 
nant church in Canadian politics, 
except in the constituencies where 
one of its own sons fought under 
thé banners of Borden, polled Ita 
uttermost vote for Laurierism on 
Monday. It is not suggested that 
ecclesiastios, exaited or humble, 
lined- up their people and told 
them to vote for Laurier. The 
suggestion is that the minority 
knew enough to vote for Laurier 
without being told, that its mem- 
bers, voluntarily and willingly, 
put the ideals and interests of 
their Church above the prejudice 
that makes Canadians of the 
majority willing to outrage any 
principle for sake of either party. 
lf R.L. Borden bravely, open- 
eyed and on principle, suppressed 
the issue of provincial righta for 
the sake of the minority, such a 
sacrifice of opportunity should be 
counted unto him for virtue. 
Virtue is its own reward and

A MOUNTAIN TRAGEDY 


THREE MEN FREEZE TO DEATH 
WHILE ON EXPEDITION. 


Go Astray In Fog and Have Terrible 
All-Night Experience — Were Par. 
alyzed With Cold—Slept the End- 
less Sleep — Two of Party Reach 
Safety—Rescuers Came to Late to 
Save the Others. 


A mountain tragedy, involving the 
death of three men, was reported from 
County Antrim recently. 

Five men, named Connolly, Keilty, 
White, Millar and Smith, started on 
e shooting expedition on the mountain 
range which overlooks the beautiful: 
Vale of Glenariff. : 

Two or three hours later they lost 
themselves in a dense fog. They wan- 
dered aimlessly about and endeavor- 
od to find one of the beaten tracks, 
but without success. 

At length hunger brought on ex- 
treme fatigue. The men, alone and 
lost in the mountains, had scarcely 
the strength to walk, and the bitter- 
ly cold wind partially paralyzed their 
limbs. Darkness came on, and the 
men were stil] ignorant of their where- 
abouts. 

After a while Connolly said he would 
go no further, and he fell to the ground 
exhausted. His four companions, al- 
though almosc as weak as he, picked 
him up and, by an effort which taxed 
their remaining strength to the ut- 
most, carried him over boulders and 
through gullies until they themselves 
were on the point of collapsing. 

‘Then they pat him down, placed 
him under shelter in a sitting posi- 
tion, wrapped him in their greatcoats 
and, having thus done all they could 
for his comfort, left him and went 
away to look for assistance.

He 
had been frozen to death. 

Later in the afternoon the dead bod- 
ies of Keilty and White were found 
in the bed of a frozen mountain 
stream. The men had evidently stum- 
bled there, ane had been two weak 
to rise.

Probably but few people except 
those whose windows command a view 
of the garden are aware of the exist- 
ence of a statue of William ITI. which 
for over 8 century has stood unosten- 
tutiously in the centre of St. James’s 
syuare, that square which was for long 
the most fashionable part of London. 

Originally there was an ornamental 
lake in the garden, with a fountain. 
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STATUE OF WILLIAM UI. 


It was 150 feet in length, and into 
the water of this lake the mob in 
the Gordon Riots of 1780 threw the 
keys of Newgate after they had sacked 
the prison. - 

A pedestal for the statue of William 
TII., was set up in the middle of the 
basin in 1732, A certain Samuel Trav- 
ers who flourished in the King’s reign 
had left a sum of money for the work, 
but, owing to the will being disputed, 
nearly a century elapsed before it was 
put in hand. The equestrian statue, 
cast in brass by the younger 
was not set up until 1808.

Visit Your. Schools. 


You hear a great deal about 


our schools, talk much about 
them, think some about them, 


and peradventure wonder not a 
little more about them than if 
they were in China. How many 
heads of families, parents, busi- 
ness men, men of minds, ever 
cross the threshold of the school 
room? How many ever offer a 
word of encouragement to teacher 
or scholar and let them know by 
your presence, at least occasion- 
ally, in the school room that you 
are an interested party, really 
desirous thét they should pros- 
per, and that you have their best 
welfaza at heart? How many 
have personally recognized the 
head of the school, he who has 
the training of the mind and the 
building of and establishing the 
character of your boy or girl? 
How many have kindly counseled 
advised with him, showing you 
are with him in the great work, 
wishing him well, and cheering 
with a ‘‘God speed.’’ How few, 
methinks, can answer in the 
affirmative, and yet you often 
hear of the school and feel that 
it is not what it should be, and 
what you wish it was. Will it 
help it to be constantly finding 
fault, continually. growling and 
denouncing it with almost every 
breath? And when some trivial 
oreven grave mistake is made 
will it better matters to pompous- 
ly parade the same before the 
public. 

Thinge are not often just as we 
would like to have them, and 
surrounding circumstances not 
always as we imagine or hear 
they are, and very often if we 
knew the exact condition and 
state of affairs our minds and 
opinions would be the reverse to 
what they were without a know- 
ledge of facts. 

Now this is merely offered as a 
hint, and while we presume many 
will read it, itis hoped some will 
think about it, and at least a few 
be induced to act upon it and 
visit our schools at least occas- 
ionally. 

Habits formed in youth—dur- 
ing the period of school life—will 
influence and determine largely 
the entire life of the ‘individual 
afterwards. Habits of prompt- 
ness, industry, work, courtesy— 
in fact everything touching the 
school life, will never be eradi- 
cated. Pupil, teacher, parent, 
look well to this period of life. 

We hold it to be a self-evident 
fact that no school is doing its 
duty when it trains not its pupils 
in the art of composition, and 
voice culture in the way of pub- 
lic speaking and reading. These 
very requirements are to be met 
at the close of the school, and 
invariably on entering higher 
courses or training than our pub- 
lic school, and it is unjust to make 
such a demand, and neglect the 
training for it until the eleventh 
hour. The demand is all right 


but the neglecting of early train- 
ing for it is absolutely wrong. It 
should begin in the lowest grade 
by leading the child to express in 
its own language a description of 
what it sees, and continued in 
every department, and most thor- 
oughly drilled throughout the 
highest grade.

THE MAIL AND EMPIRE. 


Toronto, Oct. 27.—The Mail 
says, under heading: ‘Beginning 
of the Fight,”’ ‘‘Yesterday’s en- 
counter with King graft did not 
result in the destruction of that 
evil, but it inflicted heavy losses 
upon the enemy, and that of it- 
self isa good sign.

The ruling men 
have lost the good will of the 
people and are now resorting to 
artificial manoeuveres to hold 
themselves in power. 


THE MONTREAL WITNESS. 


Montreal.— Referring editorially 
to the election the ‘Witness”’ 
today says: ‘‘We must own to 
being surprised at the election, 
yet not too delighted, though fine 
tribute has been paid to Laurier. 
The election was ‘fought almost 
purely on moral grounds. There 
was no divergence on either hand. 
It was simply a campaign of 
mutual crimination. We assume, 
therefore, that the people have 
elected just what persons pleased 
them best.

Toronto, Oct. 27:-The Toronto 
Star says with the captian, 
‘*Mandate for reform.’ ‘It would 
bea great mistake to interpret 
the Liberal victory as a declar- 
ation that the rank and file of the 
Liberal party are not sensitive 
about the charges of ‘‘graft’’ 
that have been made in the last 
year. What Liberal electors have 
said is that they believe Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier and his colleagues to 
be honest and public-spirited men 
who have no sympathy with prac- 
tices that have teen charged and 
who will make reforms wherever 
they are necessary.
